ing seven days exposed to the dreadful 
attacks of the musquitoes of Babaoya 
and Ujibar. 


They had a fortunate passage, by the 
Pacific Ocean, to Acupulco, the western 
port of the kingdom of New Spain, fa- 
mous for the beauty of its harbor, which 
uppears to have been formed by earth- 
quakes, for the misery ofits inhabitants, 
and for its climate, which is caval hot 
and unhealthy.
